Plans  have  been  completed  and  a factory  lesused  for  the  malcing  of  sheets, 
towels  and  pillow  cases  in  Philadelphia*  This  factory  is  ejected  to  go  into 
production  soon  after  February  1,  1935, 

The  Harrisburg  factoiy  has  produced  a total  of  4,227  mattresses  and  568

Commitments  against  the  Clothing  Fund  for  the  current  month 
amounted  to  |l,716,45,  a total  to  date  of  $10,017 j427 ,13 j against  alloca- 
tions of  $10,165,029,71,  leaving  an  unencumbered  balance  of  $48,602*58, 

The  commitments  for  the  current  month  consisted  of  freight  ship- 
ments on  the  transfers  of  shoes  and  clothing  between  Counties  and  Areas 
and  the  charges  for  maintaining  the  warehouse  in  Philadelphia, 

The  liquidation  of  the  remaining  shoe  and  clothing  stocks  in  the 
County  warehouses  is  progressing.  It  is  planned  to  limit  the  final  liqui- 
dation to  twelve  distributing  points.  Shoe  and  clothing  stocks  remaining 
in  other  County  warehouses  will  be  transferred  to  these  points,  in  order 
that  a balanced  stock  can  be  maintained  in  each  one  of  these  points, 

SHOE  REPAIRS 

The  cost  of  maintaining  thirteen  shoe  repair  shops  during  the 
month  amounted  to  $8,940,30.  There  were  13,446  pairs  of  shoes  repaired  at 
an  average  cost  of  $0.4847  per  pair,  A schedule  is  annexed  showing  the  total 
number  repaired  in  each  County  and  Area  and  the  average  cost  per  pair, 

FEDERAL  HELIEF  COhlTODITTSS  (FOODSTUFFS) 

During  the  month  of  March,  3,497,322  pounds  of  Federal  Relief 
Commodities  (Foodstuffs)  were  distributed  to  relief  clients  and  Transient 
Camps  and  Shelters  through  approximately  47  wholesale  distributors  and 
approximately  24,00C  retail  outlets.  The  ccmmodities  distributed  reached 
a high  point  of  six,  namely:  Beef,  mutton,  sauerkraut,  evaporated  mhlk, 

cheese  and  rice.  In  the  instance  of  beef,  sauerkraut,  evaporated  milk  and 
rice,  the  total  allocation  was  sufficient  to  cover  the  entire  case  load  but 
mutton  and  cheese  were  not  available  in  quantities  that  would  permit  state- 


wide distribution.

Mattresses  and  comforters  were  requisitioned  fron  the  ’i^orhc 
Division  according  to  the  quantities- produced,  and  distribution  of  t’^ese 
commodities  is  beiiqq  made  in  the  same  manner  as  distribution  of  commodities 
supplied  by  the  State. 

Piece  goods  are  being  finished  into  sheets,  towels  and  pillow 
cases  by  the  ?/orks  Division  and  requisitions  have  been  issued  for  these 
commodities  as  produced.

The  Federal  Surplus  Relief  Corporation  authorized  the  State  Emer- 
gency Relief  Administration  to  purchase  300  cars  or  approxj.mtely  10,800,000 
pounds  of  U.  S.  No,  1 White  Potatoes  from  potato  growers  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  at  a price  of  699^  per  100  pounds.  The  Penns^^lvania  Potato 
Growers  Association  has  agreed  to  cooperate  with  this  Division  in  the  pur- 
chase of  these  potatoes.  The  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  State  Departnent  of 
Agriculture  has  agreed  to  make  available  to  us  all  the  inspectors  that  are 
necessary  for  this  program. 

After  the  grading  and  inspection,  the  potatoes  are  to  be  delivered 
to  warehouses  and  bagging  stations  in  Erie,  Johnstovm,  Philadelphia,  Pitts- 
burgh, York  and  Wilkes-Barre,  as  directed  by  the  County  Agent  for  the  Asso- 
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TJbrks  Projacts  will  bo  sot  up  at  each  ono  of  tli^-  af oroiricntioned 
bagging  stations  Tdiere  the  potatoos  will  be  packed  in  15  pound  bags. 

The  bagged  potatoes  are  to  bo  turnod  over  to  this  Division  to  bo  distri- 
buted to  relief  clients  through  the  sain>  channels  used  for  the  distribution 
of  Fodoral  Peliof  Connodities, 

The  field  inspection  work  began  on  March  27  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  work  will  be  completed  by  the  latter  part  of  May.

This  represented  State-uide 
distribution  of  canned  beef,  canned  veal  and  canned  mutton.  Rice,  sauer 
kraut,  cheese,  evaporated  milk  and  potatoes  were  distributed  in  smaller 
quantities,  as  sufficient  quantities  were  not  received  that  would  permit 
continuous,  State-wide  distribution.

During  the  month  there  was  expended  $9,131.66,  a total 
to  date  of  $132,633.89  against  allocations  of  $147,500.00,  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $14,866.11.

The  State 
Emergency  Relief  Board,  thr'-^ugh  the  Director  of  Commodity  Distribution, 
has  the  administrative  supervision  cf  these  projects.  The  finished  prod- 
ucts uill  be  distributed  by  the  Commodity  Distributicn  Division  on  '7.F.A.

During  the  current  month  there  were  projects  for 
' the  distribution  of  the  above  commodites  operating  in  five  Counties 

and  Areas.  In  four  Counties  and  Areas  the  distribution  was  completed, 
leaving  one  Area  wherein  the  distribution  is  still  in  progress. 

Papers  were  submitted  for  securing  six  zone  ware- 
houses to  be  used  under  the  new  distribution  program. 

MISCELL.\I'g;OUS  PI  STRIRJTIOIl : 

There  was  concluded  in  Area  §2  an  experimental  de- 
livery by  mail  from  the  Area  direct  to  the  Relief  Client. 

From  December  5th  to  December  14th,  524  comforters 
and  1,078  coats  were  nailed  to  1,034  relief  cases  in  1,132  packages. 

The  total  cost  on  this  operation  was  $311.64,  which  includes  postage, 
salaries  and  rent,  making  the  average  cost  of  mailing  per  package  $.263 
cr  f.30i  per  case. 

In  the  Harrisburg  area  an  experiment  was  made  from 
November  25th  to  December  16th  on  the  cost  of  delivering  canned  beef 
and  prunes  by  means  of  two  trucks  from  the  wholesale  grocer  direct  to 
the  relief  recipient.  F'^r  the  eleven  days  operated  in  December.,  wo 
found  that  there  were  11,761  lbs.  of  beef,  1,443  lbs.  of  pmnies  and  5,101 
Iba.  -milk  distributed  at  a cost  of  $205,^7  or  per  lb.  cost  of  -.012. 

There  was  a total  of  3 ,'"■17  deliveries  made  at  an  average  rat.:  of  7. 068

F/ith  the  exception  of  sugar  and  dried  beans,  none  of  the 
above  allotments  could  be  ordered  due  to  the  many  delays  in  obtaining  ware- 
houses at  our  six  zone  points.  The  sugar  was  ordered  and  has  been  received 
at  Pittsburgh  where  it  will  be  processed  for  distribution.  The  dried  beans 
\7ere  ordered  for  shipment  to  New  Cumberland  where  they  will  be  packed  in 
five  pound  bags  for  distribution-. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  received  an  allotment  of  3,000,000 
lbs,  of  Apples  which  were  rejected  because  of  the  terns  which  necessitated 
a substantial  cash  outlay  on  the  part  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board.
